Sis FRANCISCO, September lb.—After 


a protracted conference at the Palace 
hotel Mayor Phelan and Governor Budd 
agreed on tlie appointmentof the follow- 
ing new Board of Supervisors:

Second ward—JoBeph Britton. 
Third ward—J. H. Barry. 
Fourth, ward—F. "W. Dohrmann. 
Fifth ward—Washington Dodjie.

Xinthward—J.W. Biggy. 
Tenth ward—T. A. Kottanzl. 
Eleventu.waru—0, A. Clinton. 
Twelfth ward—Jam ea Denman. 
The governor and mayor invited the 


following gentlemen to meet in confer- 
once with them: Attorney General Fitz- 
gerald, Georee K. Fitch, Harbor Com- 
mieeioner Homey, Frank H. Gould and 
William T.Baneett. 


The governor and mayor claimed, 


each in hia own behalf, the right to ap- 
point the new members of tha board. 
It was agreed, however, tost if the two 
officiate could select twelve men suitable 
to both, the appointment would be made 
as if one power were acting. This waa 
done to avoid any chance of illegality 
in the appointment. 


Fonr of the men chosen, Messrs. 


DcJee, Lackmann, Clinton nnd Rot- 
tanzi, were member? of the board ousted 
by the decision of Judge Wallace yester- 
day, which held that as the board bad 
failed to fe'r the water rates in February, 
aa required by law, it was gnilty of mal- 
feasance, the penalty for which IB fixed 
by the statute of 1881 aa removal from 
office, lie therefore rendered judgment 
removing from office every member of 
the board. 


SAX FHASCISCO, September 16.—Tbia 


afternoon an application for a writ of 
certiorari verified by Supervisor Britt 
of the onated board] waa filed witb the 
clerk of the supreme court for the pur- 
poeo of obtaining a review of Judge Wal- 
lace's action, and if possible setting it 
aside. Tha application merely stated 
that Judge Wallace had no jurisdiction 
and that while the Board of Supervisors 
failed to fir the water rates in February 
last, they were unable to do ao because 
of lack of data, and that no harm waa 
cauaed by the delay. The attorneys for 
the ousted board rely mainly upon the 
caao ot Ouvnrrabias va. the Board of 
Supervisors of Santa Barbara county, an 
action in which the supreme court re- 
fused to allow the'supervisors to appoint 
a sheriff after having removed Oovarru- 
biaa, in which the same points are said 
to be involved aa in thid case. 


Honors to Admiral Beardslee, 
SAN FRAXCIBCO, September 16.— A re- 


ception waa tendered to Rear Admiral 
Beardalee, TJ.S.N., at the rooms of the 
Chamber of Commerce this afternoon 
in recognition of bis services as com- 
mander of the Pacific squadron, from 
which he ie about to retire. There waa 
a largo attendance of membora of that 
organization and representative citizens, 
who vied with each other iu compli- 
menting the veteran naval officer.

order of the Loyal Legion of the United 
States at a ppecial session of that body 
held at the Occidental hotel for the pur- 
pose of bidding him farewell. Admiral 
Beardslca ia ex-senior vice commander 
of the Legion. 


By Kail to the Yukon. 


VICTORIA, B.'C., September 16.—A 


party of engineers under Edward Wil- 
kinson left tonight to make a survey of 
tha nearest routo to the Yukon. It is 
proposed to run a lino of road from the 
bead of Douglas channel, northern 
coast of British Columbia, to Hazelton, 
the head of Navigation on the S keen an 
river, and from there to Tealin Lake. 
"With the exception of a portion of the 
route batweea the coast and Hazalton 
the line will run through a flat country. 
It ia etated that D. iMann, a railway 
contractor of Montreal, ia interested in 
a scheme of building a railway by this 
route. This will opan up a large area of 
mining and quartz mining lands in 
British Columbia. 


A River Navigation Suit. 


STOCKTON, September 16.—The jury in 


the case of the California Navigation 
and Improvement Company against the 
Union Transportation Company this 
afternoon brought in a verdict in favor 
of the defendant corporation on all of 
the special issues submitted. By a vote 
of 10 to 2 the jury finds thatWakefield 
is a public landing and part of & public 
highway ; that the plaintiff bad no right 
there save aa one of the public, and that 
ths landing and highway have been com-' 
pletely dedicated to the public. An ap- 
peal will probably be taken. 


Lumber Mills Closed Down. 


M.ENUOCIXO, September 16.—The mill 


and woods of the Albion Lumber Com- 
pany are closed down, owing to a strike 
which went into force at the first of the 
week. The employees demanded that 
they receive tbeir wages in cash instead 
of time checks and the company declined 
to grant the request. The men walked 
out and the mill is closed for lack of 
hands. The company subsequently re- 
considered its d ecision and agreed to pay 
ca§b, but refused the strikers'demand 
that all the aid hands be re-employed. 


A Lunatic's Timely Gift.

by hanging in bis cell in the county

in the death of four men. Nina others 
were more or less painfully injured, but 
none seriously. 


Tee passenger train which left Bt. 


Louis at 0 o'clock Wednesday night 
crashed into freight tr&in No. 58, The 
freight had received orders to go onto 
the aiding at KejteavHIe and let the 
passenger pass, Tne freight waa a min- 
ute late, and waa just entering the 
switch when the passenger train crashed 
into it. The two locomotives came to- 
gether with eueh force that they were 
totally wrecked. 
Thrca freight cars 


were demolished and a mail car was 
thrown from the track. 


The only theory advanced ss to the 


cauEa of tbe wreck ia that there must 
have been a deviation of the watches of 
the conductors. 


LEADVILLE, Colo., September 36 — 


Three section men were killed and an- 
other fatally hurt in & collision at 10 
o'clock this morning between a Midland 
passenger engine and a band car. The 
accident occurred near Basalt, 50 milea 
west of Leadvilie. Foreman Lyons and 
four men bad finished some work five 
miles east of Basalt and started for that 
place on the hand car. The eaetbound 
passenger was due about that time, hut 
aa it had been late several times it was 
decided to rush through. The hand car 
was going around a curve at a high rate 
of speed when it encountered the pas- 
Bonger. Two men jumped while the 
other three were caught by tbe engine 
and killed.

President Diaz, The President was go- 
ing to a review of troops tbroneh a pub- 
lic park, when an Italian named Ignacio 
Anulas spranit from behind a bush and 
;unged at him with a poniard. 


General Mena, who accompanied the 


President, seized the man and threw 


to the ground, where he held him 


until arrested. President Diaz was un- 
injuredT 


Today in the great national holiday of 


ihfi country, tbe anniversary of ..the 
declaration of independence, and 
the 


streets were thronged with people. Tbe 
attack on the President was made jnet 
Before tbe great military parade started. 
Rumors of various kinds Boon flew 
around among the crowd and the excite- 
ment was incense. 


Tbe aaaailant is a middle aged man 


with long dark hair aud a prominent 
lose. The ceremonies were not intor- 
'ered with. The parade started on time, 
and waa reviewed by the President aa 
planned at tbe national palace. 


The President was walking and was 


Jstween Minister Mena of communica- 
tions and General Barraiozahal. Gen- 
era! Mena grabbed the would-be assassin 
who was at once disarmed and handed 
over to the polico. 


Esnitement amongtheforeign colonies 
intense.

25,000 troops are marching past the 
President, who is surrounded by his 
cabinet and unmoved by the dastardly 
ittempt, and tho people are hurrawing 
for Mexico aud General .Diaz.

A Shooting Ailray at Baimingr Ter-

RIVERSIDE, September 16.—Word w&a 


received in this city this evening from 
Banning of the killing of J. S. Darrab 
by Frank Milner near that town thia 
afternoon. The cause of the trouble be- 
tween tho men was the ownership of 
water rights and the right of Milner to 
croas Darrah's land to get to his own 
place which lies beyond. Both men 
lived on Snow creek some miles from 
Banning and for some time past there 
baa been hard feeling between them. 


A few. days ago Milner swore out a 


complaint chart-ing Darrah with dis- 
turbing the peace. The case was dis- 
posed of in the justice court of Banning 
on Wednesday by the dismissal of the 
complaint- Today Danah began to de- 
stroy a ditcb belonginc to Milner snd 
the latter remonstrated when Darrah 
be^an shooting at him. After Darrah 
bad fired several shots Milner fired at 
Darrah and killed him. 


After the 
E hoot ing Milner came to 


Banning and surrendered to the deputy 
sheriff at that place. The coroner will 
go to Banning tomorrow to hold the in- 
quest. 


Los ANGELES, September 16.—Ono of 


the caeea growing out of tbo litigation 
about the San Diego Land and Town 
Company was promptly nettled this 
morning by Judge Ross in the United 
States circuit court.

A CONFERENCE WITH 
OWNERS 


Propositions for a Settlement Sub- 


mitted and and Rejected—The 


Strike Spreading. 


HiZKLiox, September 14.—Despite a 


variety of alarming rumors and a morn- 
ing movement by a body of miners 
which looked formidable, today passed 
without serious disturbance in the strike 
region. Matters wear each an uncer- 
tain aspect, however, that General 
Gobin declares that tbe removal of tbe 
troops, or any portion of them, has not 
been contemplated. Tbe strike itself is 
spreading with great rapidity. Exact 
estimates of the number of men who 
have quit work are hard to obtain, but 
conservative figures place it close to 
11,000, witb indications that in a short 
time every collieiy of importance ia the 
region will be idle. Although some dis- 
position has baen shown by small bodies 
of strikers in the outlying districts to 
make demonstrations, they have b?enof 
a rather feeble character aud tbe great 
majority of the man are docile. 


At Lntimer thia afternoon a largaly 


attended nnd decisive mealing of etrilc- 
erd was held to receive tbo answer of 
tha company to their demands. With 
a large body of strikers gathering in the 
space before tho company's store, Su- 
perintendent Blake came to the door 
and gave them their answer. H waa 
short and to tbe point, and it was met 
with action equally aa decisive. The 
demands had been formulated as fol- 
lows: 


" We desire and wish the privilege of 


buying our provisions where we think 
proper, instead of heio^ forced to buy 
at the company's atorea. We want a 
20 per cent advances on till classes of 
labor; we demand the dismissal of all 
parties wbo took part on last Friday, 
September 10th, in the ehootine affray; 
we demand that all classes of labor be 
paid the same for rock work as for coal 
on idle days; we demand that no man 
shall be discharged for acting on this 
committee." 


Tbe company's answer to thia WBB, 


first that the men are not and never 
have been compelled to buy exclusively 
at the company stores; second, that the 
advance would not be granted because 
tbe company waa paying the average 
rate of the region; third, the company 
absolutely refuses, without assigning any 
reason, to discharge anybody who par- 
ticipated in the shooting; fourth, that 
the men suspended on idle daya have 
the privilege of takine eome other per- 
son's place, thus making good the differ- 
ence in rate between rock and coal work; 
and, fifth, that no man shall bo die- 
charged for acting on the advance com- 
mittee. 


Superintendent Blake made a short 


ipeech to the men, urging them to re- 
turn to work and arguing that they 
would gain nothing by remaining idle. 


"What do you say," he concluded, 
will you corns back?" 
There waa a moment's buzz and a 


chcrns of "no" went up. The auperin- 
teudeut attempted no further persuasion 
and the men dispersed. 


There were no additional deaths here 


today. Four or five men who have been 
hoveriug hetwcsu life aud death ever 
eince the shooting were unchanged, but 
all of the others were doing well and 
many have already bean discharged 
from the hospital. 


Guards are still being placed around 


the houses of several of the mine super- 
intendents, and during the day a sher- 
iff's deputy wab seen about the streets 
guarded by two eoldierB. 


Gale on the Northwest Coast. 


NEWPORT, Oregon, September 14.— 


The tug Tonquin, which arrived from 
Ropue river, reports having encounter- 
ed a severe northwest gale ten miloa be- 
low Cape Blanco. Tbe steamer Bis- 
marck plying along the coast became 
unmanageable and started to leak badly. 
The Tonqnin was com polled to cast 
adrift a barge she waa towing and put a 
line on the Bismarck to keep her from 
going to tbe bottom. It was with the 
greatest difficulty that the tne reached 
Rogue river with the Bismarck. The 
Bismarck was towed in and beached as 
she was in a sinking condition. 


A Preacher Vindicated. 


OAKLAXD,Septemberl4. --The trial be- 


fore a conference of Presbyterian minis- 
ters of Rev. H. D. Braaofield, accused of 
having entered the ministry withont 
having taken the necessary course of 
atudy and with quarreling with eoma 
other clergymen, wag ended in his favor 
today. The Presbytery of Alameda and 
Contra Oosta counties, meeting in Elm- 
hurst, installed him as the rightful pas- 
tor of the Union street church, vindi- 
cated of all the charges preferred against 
him. 


Chinese Banking Methods. 


SANTA ROSA, September 14.—Because 


a Chinese woman demanded her savings 
from an amateur banker iiomed On 
Lung this afternoon, tbe custodian of 
the girl's savings beat hie depositor over 
the head witb a mug, catting open her 
Eknll. The police stopped the punish- 
ment just in time to save the woman's 
life. 


To the Klondike in Winter. 


SEATTLE, September 14.—John F. Lan- 


caster, representative of the Chicago- 
Alaska Gold Mining Company is in the 
city making preparations for a winter 
overland trip to Dawson City. Mr. 
Lancaster will leave Seattle October 
10th with a party of ten men and 10,000 
pounds of provisions. Ho will have a 
team of twenty dogs and says he ex- 
pects to enter Dawson with colors flying 
in the heart of whiter.

BEAR AND BUFFALO. 


They Are Thriving: in ths Yellow- 


stone National Park. , 


WASHINGTON, September 1-J.—Colonel 


S. B. N. Young, acting superintendent 
of the Yellowstone National park, ia bis 
annual report Bays there has been 
rapid increase of black bear within the 
park limits and that complaints have 
been made that bears have broken into 
store houses and destroyed meat and 
other provisions In large quantities. It 
ia a common occurrence to see from 
sir to twelve bears any afternoon feed- 
ing on tbe dumps within a few hundred 
yards of the hotel. He recommends 
that some of the hears be disposed of to 
zoological gardens. He also says coyotes 
are numerous and bold and kill many 
young antelopes. 


Colonel Young estimates the number 


of buffalo at twenty-four and that they 
seem to be tbe only game which ia not 
increasing under government protec- 
tion. 


Colonel Young estimates $250,CC3 as 


necessary for next year's improvement 
in the park. 


A NATIONAL LOSS. 


The Lowell Observatory Library 


Destroyed by Fire. 


FLAGSTAFF, Arizona, September 14.— 


At ^ o'clock this morning Ore was dis- 
covered in the oth'ce of the Grand 
Canyon hotel and in an hour the build- 
ing was destroyed. The hotel was a 
two story brick owned by D. Babbitt 
and valued at $10,000. 


Oscar LoBarron owned tbo furniture, 


which was valued at $5000. The build- 
ing was insured for $2500. The valuable 
BuientUic library of Dr. T. J. See, the 
astronomer in charge of the Lowell 
ohaervatory, whose office was in the 
hotel, is almost, a total loss. Many of 
the books are out of print and cannot be 
replaced at any price. Tho records of 
the Lowell observatory were saved. The 
loss of Dr. Bee, so far SB it can be ex- 
pressed in money value, IB about $3000, 


Another Klondyke Railroad. 


Puffisix, Ariz., September 14.—The 


Alaska Central Railway Company waa 
incorporated here today by the tiling of 
its articles with the territorial secretary. 
The caplul stock is $5,000,000. The in- 
corporators name are John Underwood, 
E. F. Greenlaw and A. W. Lyon and 
the road projected is from tide'water on 
Prince William Sound, up Copper river 
and across the divide to a point on the 
Yukon near the international boundary, 
a distance of 400 miles. Underwood is 
a San Francisco railroad contractor and 
Greenlaw a northern Arizona lumber- 
man. Of the capital stock $509,OC3 ia 
subscribed, mainly by Underwood. T Be- 
hind the Bchemo are reported to be 
Elijah Smith o! the Oregon Improve- 
ment Company, John W. Cudaby and

WHEAT IS STEADY. 


IT BEAIAINS UP IN THE HISJB- 


TIES. 


French anil Italian Reports Still 


Show a Large De- 


ficiency. 


CHICAGO, September 14.—The opening 


in wheat was very strong. December, 
which closed Monday afternoon at 94)^ 
ana 94Kc, opened at from 95^ to 95%c, 
and during the nezt half hour it fluctu- 
ated between tbe starting quotations at 


jJc. It started np again from tha lat- 


ter point and rose witb the same ag- 
greaaive persistency that has BO fre- 
quently characterized it in the last three 
months, December gettinc np to 96% 
and96^cabout 11.30 a. m. Apparently 
the reluctance of Liverpool to follow 
yesterday's decline here—that market 
opening only l-ij-.jd lower—caueud the 
opening strength and later Liverpool ad- 
vances, showing that market to have 
risen Id, were certainly responsible for 
the pecond rally. 


Tho real reasons for the early strength, 


however, were soina very bad French 
and Italian crop reports and some statis- 
tics from the Waahington agricultural 
bureau showing that Europe would have 
to import 265,000,000 bushels of wheat 
from North America this season, all of 
which, with the exception of abniit 25,- 
000,000 must come from the United 
States, a larger total than has ever been 
called forth in one season before. 


The French minister of agriculture 


reported the wheat crop of that country 
85,789,000 bushels short ol last year, 
while the Italian crop was said to show 
56,500,C30 shortage. Locusts were also 
said to be playing havoc with the Ar-; 
gentine crop. Chicago receipts were 377 j 
cars, only one car of them contract and 
i 


1,008,000 bushels were inspected ont. j 
The Atlantic port clearances for the day j 
were equal in wheat and flour to 761,003 j 
bushels. 
Bradatreet'a reported the 


world's stock increased 5,700,003 bush- 
els, 1,900.000 of which increase was 
East of tbe Rockies in *.he United 
States and Canada, and 3,800,000 bnsh- 
ele of it in and afloat for Europe. 


Previous to the receipt of Bradstreet'a 


statement tbe closing quotations of the 
foreign markets had been received dhow- 
ing considerable change from the early 
tone. They showed Paris wheat Ic per 
bushel lower for the near deliveries,and 
U<c lower for November-February, and 
Antwerp I2£e lower. Liverpool, al- 
though Kd higher for the futures, was 
from |^d to Id lower for spot except 
spot No, 1 northern spring, which was 
unchanged. 


The weakness of the closing cables 


caused a reaction to 95%c and when the 
large visible increase waa muds known 
a farther decline to 94;^c ensued. The 
market closed at 84,1.! and *$ for Decem- 
ber. 


A good speculation baeineEs wag done 


in corn at an advance of yesterday's 
closing pricea. The strength was due to 
sympathy with the wheat and to the 
drr, hot weather. Shorts covered liber- 
ally. 
The comparative weakness of 


wheat late in the day caused a relaxa- 
tion in the demand and a reaction en- 
sued during which most of tho advance 
WAS lost. 


Business in oats was quiet and unim- 


portant.

Judge Slack's Ruling iu tlie 


Fair Will Case. 


TUB PENCIL DEEDS REJECTED 


Mr3. Cm-cm Has uo Claim on the 


Millionaire's Estate-The Grand 


Jury at Work. 


SAX FRANCISCO, September 14.—The 


famous case- of ; Angus vs. Craven by 
which tho executors and heira of the 
ate Senator Jamea G. Fair sought to 
quiet the title of Mrs. Nettie K. Craven, 
a school teacher of thia city to two pieces 
of property on Saoaoina nnd Mission 
streets valued at $1.500,000, WBB finally 
decided today by Judge Slack, sitting as 
a chancellor in equity. 


For five long months the trial of the 


case dragged alone; before a jury, to 
whom it was submitted upon three de- 
cisive issues yesterday, but after wrang- 
ling for ten hours tbat body announced 
its inability to agree upon a verdict, and 
was discharged by tbe court late last 
nieht. Judge Slack intimated tbat he 
had reached his decision at that time, 
but at the urgent request of counsel for 
the defendant deferred rendering it until 
today. When tho case was called the 
court room was packed to suffocation 
with lawyers and otUera interested in 
tbe result of the litigation; and the 
cloainj scene in the legal drama waa 
awaited with unusual interest. 


Attorney R. B. Mitchell, iu behalf of 


the plain tiff d, opened the proceedings 
by. offering to submit the case for de- 
cision by the court aa a chancellor in 
equity. D. M. Delmas.ou bahalf of the 
lufendant, contended that tho issues 
before tho court were not equitable is- 
sues, and although Judge Slack bad 
overruled this contention at the outset 
of tbe case, requested leave to argue the 
point. 
Judge Slack declined to bear 


counsel, however, and Attorney W. W. 
Foote made a vigorous appeal to the 
court not to decide the case by chancery, 
arguing that since the court bad decided 
that the defendant was entitled to an 
advisory jury to advise the court, and 
that jury had not advised it, the court 
could not take upon itself to decide the 
case. Judge Denaon supplemented tbe 
appeal of his conferees for another jury 
trial, but the coutt waa deaf to them all 
and curtailed the argument. 


Judge Slack thereupon rendered his 


decision to the effect tbat the pencil 
deeds purporting to have been signed by 
James G. Fair, by means of which Mrs. 
Oraven sought to sustain her title to tbe 
property in controversy, were forgeries, 
and that they had never been acknowl- 
edged by James G. Fair before Notary J. 
J. Cooney, as claimed, and tbat, there- 
fore, the acknowledgements attached 
thereto -were forgeries. As to the third 
isane. Judge Slack held that there was 
no evidence of a conspiracy existing be- 
tweEii Mm. Oraven, Mrs. Raskins and 
Notary Coouey which had for ita object 
the looting of tbe Fair estate, except by 
inference. 


The decision WBB evidently unexpected 


by the defendants' counsel, who aaked 
for and obtained a stay of proceedings 
for thirty days. 


Neither Mrs. Craven nor her daughter 


WBB in court when tbe case was decided. 
When questioned as to what, if any, ac- 
tion they proposed to take in the prem- 
ises, thfl plaintiff'i attorneys declined to 
discuss the subject at present, but it ia 
generally believed that the grand jury 
now in session will take the matter up 
immediately.

The family were keepers of a dive in 


Galena. Galbraith was ehot to death 
in a quarrel with tho mother and eons 
over the woman's daughter. His body 
was thro'vn into an abandoned mine 
abaft. Mrs. Cora StaQeback, wife of 
George, and two other inmates of the 
house gave testimony as to the facts of 
the murder and from these witnesses 
evidence of another triple murder at 
Galena has bean a scared. 


Their story is that two girls from 


Western Kansas were vieited at the 
Wilson dive by an acquaintance. Mike 
Staileback, another son of the Wilson 
woman, wbo is now in jail, charged 
with burglary, became enraged on ac- 
count of jealousy and murdered the 
man and tho two girls with a hatchet.

GALVESTON, Tes.,. September

Later and more accurate reports re* 
ceived from points in tbe storm belt 
show that the reports were greatly ex- 
aggerated. At Sabine Paas four per- 
sons are reported as drowned. 


Port Arthur suffered the bront of tbe 


blast and half of the town is estimated 
to have been destroyed or badly dam- 
aged. 


The wind came up about 4 o'clock and

Gobin for troupe, but later in the day 
the request was withdrawn, the super- 
intendent notifying the general that the 
striking minere had Btopped marching. 
At 4 o'clock thia afternoon General Go- 
biu received telegrams tbat these miners 
hail Hjjaln assembled and marched on 
the Eckley mines aud forced the miners 
to quit work. It was stated in thia dis- 
patch that the miners had beeu roughly 
handled. 


General Gobia has ordered tho city 


troop of Philadelphia to uo to theacene of 
tho disturbance. The start wilt be made 
shortly after midnight or else just after 
daybreak. The troopers will ride across 
tho mountains, A distance of eighteen 
milea, to Eckley. Eckley is a email 
mining village, and lies in a valley. 
There are n numbnr of collieries thero, 
and feara have been entertained for the 
past forty-eight houra that trouble would 
break oat, aa the men had been acting 
very ugly. 


The situation tonight in the Uaselton 


district ia one of unreal. All the col- 
lieries in tbia district are apprehensive 
of dftnger. Requeata have been- pour- 
ing iu ta General Gfbin from the vari- 
ous mined aakiuy that he send t too pa to • 
tho placea in order to prevent any pos- 
sible outbreak. The General states that 
ho will not eeud troopa to any point un- 
loaa an outbreak doea occur. The Gen- 
eral declines to giva the names of the 
collieries. BB all the men iu them are 
still at work. Tne operators, however, 
are apprehensive of a strike aud want 
to be prepared for an emergency. 


Two mine superintendents iu this 
icinity have aaked General Gobin to 


place guards around tbeir bouses. This 


he done. General Gohio will not 


make public the namea of the superin- 
endeuts who made the requeata.

The supervisors at their meeting yes- 


terday morning appropriated -$350 for 
the use of the Fresno County Fair Asso- 
ciation. L. Bockman, manager of toe 
association, aaked for an appropriation 
of $500, but the 
board thought $350 


sufficient. 


Manager Bockman stated that it was 


his intention to give a first-class fair and 
he was particularly auzioua to make tbe 
pavilion the center of attraction. Tbe 
matter of agricultural displays had been 
neglected the past few years and the 
farmers had lost interest in tho fair. In 
order to revive this interest he had 
offered liberal premiums for the beat dis- 
playe by acriculturista and merchants, 
Bnri aa ho had been put to considerable 
expense he naked that the county aid 
him financially. The sum he wanted 
wae ifoOO, and he thought the county 
would receive many timea that amount 
in advertising. 


Quite a diecuasion followed, during 


which Mr. Bockman expressed hie will- 
ingness, in case he received an appro- 
priation, to admit to tho groauda free of 
charge all persons visiting the fair in 
the morning. The following resolution 
waa then introduced: 


"Rexolwl, Thdtthe sum of J350 be 


and the same ia hereby appropriated to 
the Fresno County Fair Association for 
the purpose of paying premiums on ex- 
hibits at a county fair, to be held in 
Fresno county in the mouth of October, 
1S97, thereby advertising the resources 
of the connty; 


"Provided, that the management of 


said fair furnish this board with a liatof 
nil premiums paid, to whom paid, and 
alao a receipt from tho party to whom 
Boid premium was paid ; 


"Provided, further, that tbe fair 


grounds be open to tbe public at all 
times during the fair nntil 12 o'clock 
noon of each day free of admission." 


The resolution was passed by a unani- 


mous vote of the board and it waa or- 
dered tbat the auditor draw a warrant 
on tbo general fund in favor of the fair 
association for eald $350 and that the 
treasurer pay the same. 


C. 0. Bnaeell of Mendota, appeared 


before the board and banded in his res- 
ignation as justice of tbe peace of the 
First township. A petition signed by 
Charles Grunig and other West side 
people asking for the appointment of W.

Kapid Progress iu the Dill 


Murder Trial. 


TONY LOVEALL ON THE STAND 


The Defense Will Finish its Testi- 


mony Today—Argument Be- 


giiis on Monday. 


The prosecution closed ita case in tbe 


trial of Leon Hill for murder yetterday 
uat before the adjournment ol" court till 
this morning. Only two days were oc- 
cupied in introducing evidence against 
he defendant, and it is expected that 
the defence will introduce alt its teati- 
mony by thia evening and that the ar- 


imeaiB will be commenced oa Monday. 
The trial has proceeded with remark- 


able rapidity. The jury was aecured in 
one day, while it had been thought that 
ully two days would be required. Only 
three daya for testimony in a murder 
trial is unusual. 


Tony Loveall yesterday told Ins etory 


of tho killing of Lloyd Bake. The wit- 
ness was with Kill at the time, and it 
was something of a surprise thai the 
prosecution put him on tbe stand, aa he 
waa 
considered 
favorable 
to 
the 


defenee. When Attorney Hinds of the 
sruBtcution had questioned the witness 
or awhile, Attorney Short for the do- 
:enee did enter a protest, claiming that 
:be opposing counsel by his manner of 
examination was trying to break down 
the character of Loveail's testimony, 
IP Inch might bo favorable to the de- 
:anriant. 


Mr. Hinds atoutly denied any euch 


purpose, and after Judge Webb had 
:iveu a caution as to tho examination 
;he taking of Loveal"a testimony pro- 
ceeded. 


The witness said that he and the de- 


fendant went to tbeSpringa early in the 
day preceding the evening when the 
shooting occurred with Eome venisou, 
which thuy sold thorn at tl'.e hotel. 
While there they saw Dafeo and Taylor, 
and the words which passed between 
ibom regarding their challenges to light 
ind wrestle occurred aa waa related by 
Taylor when he waa on tho stand. 


Lnveall and Hill then drove to the 


latter'a hoinfi and to Se.icord'a. About 
dusk they-returned to the Springa. On 
tho croquet grounds t^ie witness met tho 
deceased. Loveall offered to bet $5 that 
ilill could throw him, whereupon Duke 
replied that he would accept in either u 
contest of wrestling or fighting. 


After tbia all met in the saloon, and 
lain then- were bantering words nf the 
.me character. Duke then said io the 


defendant, "I understand that you have 
¥5 to bet that I can't throw you. I have 
$5 to bet that I can whip or throwyou." 
liill replied, "I'll bet on throwing, but 
I don't know about tho whipping." 


Borne drinke were had, and during 


further talk Duke remarked, "I'll bet $5 
that you haven't got $2.50." The de- 
fendant admitted tbat he hadn't that 
imonnt, and asked if he would bo al- 
;owed to borrow it, to which the de- 
ceased replied in the negative. 


Finally the victim of the murder an- 


nounced that he was going home, and 
eUrted to the barn to get hia team. liill 
went for his conveyance immediately 
afierwarde. 


Before the witness and tbe defendant 


caught up with Uuke and Taylor on 
iheir way home, Loveall Gred a ahot at 
a pine cone just to try bis ability as a 
mnrksman. 


Loveall told about the some story RH 


Taylor concerning the meeting of the 
teams and the words that passed be- 
tween Duke and Hill because of tbo 
[atter's carelesa driving. Where the 
shooting had occurred Ilill had stopped 
tria horses to fix a break in the harness. 
Duke came driving up, and in response 
to bia request to let him pass, liill 
answered, "You can't paaa here." 


Duke then said, "I'll eee if I can pass. 


You stop and I'll fix you." 
At the 


same time the deceased jnmped from 
his wagon to the ground. The defend- 
ant took bis rifle in hand and jumped 
oue almost aa quickly. 


The witness cried to Ilill to atop, but 


no heed waa paid him. 


As soon as the defendant reached the 


ground 
the witnPSH heard him call 


''stop" and fire the fatal ehofc. 


Loveall heard Taylor Hay, "That's 


enough of this monkey business; you 
fellowa quit." Hill quickly jumped into 
the wagon and they drove ofr'. The wit- 
ness had heard Duke exclaim, "My God, 
Billy, I'm shot." 


Thia finiuhed the-teatimonyof Loveall, 


and Dan Smoot waa next called. He 
rode home from the Springs with Duke 
anri Taylor, find it was just beyond his 
place and after he had alighted from the 
wagon that the killing occurred. Smoot 
heard all the bantering talk between the 
men. Shortly before Hill and Loveail 
came up from behind the witness heard 
a shot, which WHS the one which Lave- 
all testified that he had fired at tho pi no 
cone. When thRy did catch up Smoot 
heard Hill aay, "That'a Speck (nickname 
for Smoot) talking and if he wasn't there 
I'd fix both thoao follows." 


After Duke had allowed Hill to pa PR 


iu order to avoid trouble, Hill slowed 
down in hie driving and gave tbe wit- 
ness, Duke and Taylor the dual. Then 
the deceased, being in a hurry to get 
home, tried three times unsuccessfully 
to pass Hill, who would then whip up 
his team. 


Mrs. Motley was the next witneaa. 


She was stopping at t'le Springs. While 
she and a Mrs. Foraytho were walking 
in the evening they RAW two mon ap- 
proaching. The women stepped in tbe 
shadow of a house to let tbe men pass, 
and tbe witness overheard Hill remark 
to Lovea.ll, "Tony, those fellows want to 
do me toniubt, and you've got to stay by 
me. I will shoot the flrat 
that eays a word to us." 


lurB. Foray the waa placed on t he 


tbe stand, and she corroborated Mrs. 
Motley'B testimony. 


Dr. Tiffany waa the laat witness. He 


attended Dake after be was shot, and 
testified that tbe wound was the cause 
of death. Tbe ballet entered just below 
tbe sternum, passed through the lung 
and liver, and imbedded itself about 
four inches to the right of theapinal col- 
umn, being cut out from the back. 
Duke died about noon on the day fol- 
lowing the shooting. 


District Attorney Snow then an- 


nounced the conclusion of the case for 
the prosecution, anil court was ad- 
journed till this morning ot 9.30 o'clock.

the problem. Tnall probability in coui- 
iug from Stockton ttio road will cross 
the Tonney ranch, paea the Mosquito 
bend near the new Pacbeco warehouse, 
then crOHB the M. 0. Uarry ranch, tLe 
Buaine nureery and the Strenzel farm. 
Near the Fernando ranch a tunnel a 
mile long will have to be bnilt and will 
he one of the great sources of expense 
on that portion of the road. 


A contractor named Ferguson ia now 


boring into tbe hill at every fifteen feet 
in order to aucertain tbe character of 
the ground and tUe nature of the work 
to be done in constructing tbe tunnel.

;ood prices up to the first day of May. 
During the months of May and June 
biugs quieted down materially, aa peo- 
.ile did not know when the tariff would 
>e put into operation aud every effort 
was'made to pile in all the foreign wool 
and woolen goods which could possibly 
be brought into this country. Finall; 
about tho first of July, when tbe tarii 
bill had passed the senate and hud yon 
.0 the conference-committee, a Bpccu- 
;ative feeling arose and largpr salna were 
made in the first three weeks of July 
than have ever been made in the his- 
tory of tho United Btatea. 


"Everybody expected that after the 


tariff bill had beau passed there would 
he a quiet market. They were agreeably

to the front, sales were reversed and 
three times more domestic wools were 
Bold thtm foreign. The market has been 
creeping up until now it is from 50 to

be on an importing basis. 


"California, Nevada and Oregon were 


especially favored with good prices foi 
wool and mutton, which will make wool 
growing one of the most profitable busi- 
nesses. Tho outlook 15 good for a steady 
marfeei. and fall wools especially will 
command good prices. It would not sur- 
prise me much if prices would soon be 
on a par with the prices of 1S92. Mut- 
ton commands a good price, and stock 
sheep are wanted at higher prices than 
in 1S93, as a good many growers, who 
went out of business during the last four 
years, are stacking np again.

California Fruit Shipments. 


HAS FBAxasco, September 16.—An 


authentic statement of California de- 
ciduous fruit shipments this season has 
been prepared by Freight Traffic Man- 
ager 0. F. Smnrrof tne Southern Pacific 
Company. Tip to September 1st there 
were sent to eaatern points 89,750,000 
pounds of fruit, making 3550 carload B, 
For the similar period of laat year the 
carloads nnrat-ered 2630. Tt is estimated 
that 2000 carloads of gnipea will be sent 
east before tbe eeaaon closes early in 
November. Tbe railroad officials think 
that by the end of the aeaaon 187,500,- 
000 pounds of green fruit or 7500 car- 
loads will have been sent from California 
to Colorado and nointe further eaet. 
Thia season ia tbe beat in the history of 
the fruit industry of California, with 
tbe poeaible exception of 1894,

A Meeting of the Chamber of Com- 


merce Committee TMa 


From Wednesday's IfaUir 


Special meetiuga of the executive 


committees of the Chamber of Com- 
morco and the Hundred Thousand Club 
were called yesterday to take action iu 
regard to the movement on foot to place 
an exhib:t of fruit products from Cen- 
tral California in a Pare Food espoei- ; 
iion iu New York aest December. 
| 


TbB principal business was to con- j 


aider tbe advisability of asking tbe j 
Board of Supervisors to appropriate : 
$1500 from tbo county treasury to use ' 
in defraying Fresno's share of the fis- 
pensea of making the display. Tbe 
Hundred Thousand Olnb committee 
paused a resolution favoring tha appro- 
priation, aud its members expressed 
tbemtelvea unanimously in favor of 
the Rcheme to advertise our products 
aud create a larger demand for them. 


The committee of the Hundred Tboa- 


sand Olub met at 4 o'clock in tho after- 
> 


noon, nnd tbe Chamber met at 8 o'clock 
in the evening- There waa not a quo- 
rum present at the latter body, bow- 
ever, aud no action waa taken, al- 
though an informal diacueeion waa had. 
The committee of the chamber will meet: 
this morning at 8.30 o'clock at its rooms j 
on J afreet, and action will probably ba | 
taken r.t that time. 
; 


During the informal discussion Presi- 


dent Louis Gundclfinger of the Cham- 
ber stated that as he had just returned 
from tho coast he was not in possession 
of facts sufficient to warrant him in act- 
ing. Ales Goldstein also expressed bis 
desire for more defmitn information be- 
fore going before tbe supervisors and 
asking them for the allowance. Both he 
and Mr. Gundeltineer were heartily in 
favor of such a nlan as that proposed to 
improve the eastern market for our fruit 
products. They favored tbe union of 
the counties, as is contemplated. BO that 
the scheme can be carried out on lines 
of eome magnitude. 
Tbe gentlemen 


favored going alowly and carefully, how- 
ever, and wanted to know something 
more about the details of the project be- 
fore they would favor tbe appropriation. 


Tneso matters will be considered at 


tbe meeting of the committee this morn- 
ing.Phil M. Baier of Porterville was prrs- 
out last evening and be explained the 
situation during the informal dissuasion. 
He said that Kern and Tulare counties 
bad each appropriated $1500, and yes- 
terday the Kings county board agreed 
to give $900, the amount in the treasury 
available for the purpose. 


Tbe Pure Fcod show is to be con- 


ducted by private parties in New York, 
and he said that they wonld offer liberal 
inducements for the California exhibit. 
However, no final proposition couio be 
secured from them until the exhibitors 
are in a position to deal with them in 
definite terms. Unless the Central Cal- 
ifornia Development Association knew 
what money it could command it could 
do nothing. But if the appropriation is 
made then tbe association will be so 
placed that it cau act. Uf course if sat- 
isfactory arrangements are not made 
then tbe appropriations will not be used. 


Mr. Baier stated that tbe counties of 


Southern, California have been organized 
for a number of years, aud they have 
been very successful in their combined 
effort*. The result has been that they 
have overshadowed tbe other unorgan- 
ized counties. Thia was plainly evident 
at the Chicago exposition, when tbe 
southern counties caotored nearly all 
the space allotted to California, and 
really made tbedieplay. Mr. Baier cited 
an instance of one capitalist who, at- 
tracted by tee ciirjlk-nt display South- 
ern California made at that fair, went 
there at onco and since baa invested 
eevoral millions of dollars, 


The executive committee of tho Hun- 


dred Thousand Olub held its special 
meeting at tho People's Savings Beak. 
There was a good attendance, aad there 
was not a dissenting voice to tho propo- 
sition of askinp; the supervisors to ap- 
propriate $1500 towards tbe easteia ex- 
hibit. 
Every cooimitteemsn present 


expressed himself as heartily in favor of 
expending the money from the county 
treasury for the purpose, which they be- 
lieve, will bring sucb highly beneficial 
results to thB fruit producers of thia eec- 
tion of the state. 


A general discussion was held, aud it 


was tbe unanimous opinion that Fresno 
connty could illy afford to withdraw 
from such an important movement, par- 
ticularly at a time when the other coun- 
ties stand ready to do their share in pro- 
moting it. It was pointed out that noth- 
ing could be more effective to advertise 
onr products than to have an exhibit 
placed at the eastern exposition, aa is 
contemplated. 


After'it was seen tbat tbe committee- 


men were decidedly in favor of tbe ap- 
propriation, Chairman Lisenby, on mo- 
tion, appointed Messrs. J. \V. Shc.nk- 
liu and William Glass to draw up tbe 
resolution. The resolution, which was 
as follows, was adopted: 


"Jfcsf)7ird, By the executive commit- 


tee of the Hundred Thousand Club of 
Fresno county, that the proposition to 
make an exhibit of citrus and dried 
fruits jointly by the counties of Kern. 
Tulare, Kings and Fresno at the annual 
Pure Food exposition in New York City 
in the month of December, 1897, is one 
that deserves the hearty support of 
every citizen of the four counties above 
named; that in view of tha fact that the 
enterprising citizens of Kern, Talaro 
and Kinpa counties have already ap- 
propriated through their several boards 
of supervisors the necessary funds to 
defray their share of the expense- of 
ouch an exhibit, we feel it a duty to 
unite in asking tbe Board of Supervisors 
of Fresno connty to do likewise. 


"We therefore earnestly request the 


Board of Supervisors of Fresno connty 
to immediately appropriate tbe sum pi 
$1500 to assist in making the aforesaid 
exhibit a success, and we believe thai 
said sum, it appropriated, will be of 
great benefit to the fruit growers of thia 
connty directly, and of like benefit tt 
every resident of our connty indirectly,'

miles with 100-pound packs on onr 
backs. 
"On the other (Eoutb) fiide of the 


mountains there were three or fonr days 
of very hot weather and the men wore 
only their underclothing while packing. 
We would have packed our goods all tho 
way ourselves, b'ut we wanted to hurry 
BO aa to get to the lake in time to leave 
in our boat on September let, aa it is 
not certain that a person leaving here 
after that will eet in to Dawion. Hir- 
ing packing for eleven mUeiabont broke 
us. The Indiana are now charging 40 
centa a pound from Dyea to this place, 
and it will Boon be $1 a pound. 


"Boats that will hold four persons and 


their outfits are worth |600 here, and 
within two or three weeks they will be 
up in tns thousande. We ordered our 
boat on August 20th, big enough for five 
person^ for $150. Three daya after- 
wards we were offered $250 for our con- 
tract. 


"The hardships on tbe trail are not 


half known. Not over a tenth of the 
people now between Dyea and this 
place will reach the gold fields this year 
unless they are covered with money. At 
Bkaguay bay, five miles from Dyea,there 
are now 40CO or 5000 men, and not one 
out of a hundred of them will ever reach 
Dawson. Through the mis representa- 
tions of speculators otherp are pouring 
in there by the hundred every day, 
"We expect to leave herein our boat 


on Sunday (AuRu»t 29th; to croeP Lake 
Linderman, a distance of eeven miles. 
Then we shall hava to let the boat down 
over the rapids by ropea for a mile end 
pack our goods around. That will brine 
ne to Lake Bennett, The next 150 rnilea 
will be emooth sailing on rivere and 
lakes, but beyond that WB don't know 
much of the route."

If it 
turna out well a man must breathe 
smoke down iu the hols or stand p.; tbe 
windlass and pull up 200-pound buckets 
of gravel, while the mercury ia 70 be- 
low zsro. Often a man who comes up 
bot and perspiring out of the shaft has 
to expoao himaolf in that condition to 
the icy blasts of the Arctic winter. 
Nothing but muscle and endurance is 
good for anything in tbut country. 


MUST DIVVY DP. 


"Thoae men who are rushing in there 


without money or grnb or only a limited 
amount will be in bad shape. A mine 
owner, DO matter how rich be maybe 
in gold, has no food, and be will onl; 
employ men who have their own :np 
plies. Provisions could not be bough 
when I left Dawson Oity. 


"Of coarse those who have eopplii 


will have to divide with those who hav 
not. There will be no Retting out o 
the country, and they will not eee men 
starve while there is food in camp 
Those who have amply provided them 
solves with food will be required to giv 
up a part, (which will so cripple them 
that they will be unable to prosecut 
work with vigor and carry out thei 
plana."

The people of Latimer ruahed pell 


mell to the scene, but the ahriekg of the 
wounded drowned tbe cries of tbe fran- 
ic and hall crazed inhabitants.

>ariauB. Some surrounded dying com 
lanions and others, fearful of pursuit, 
ilung to tbe new comer and begged bia 
protection.

IIB groans and appeals for a doctor 
were beat trend ing.

Resolved, Tbat the national officers of

The preliminary examination of Jere- 


miah Denomme on a charge of mnrder 
was begun in Justice AuBtin'a court yea* 
terday afternoon. It was not finiahed, 
and the court continued it till Friday. 
Denomme is accused of killing Chria P. 
Molbeck in Hunault A Rochon'a saloon 
in Chinatown last Saturday night by 
striking him over tho heart and causing 
a rupture of the pulmonary artery. 


The prosecution was conducted by 


District Attorney Snow and Deputy Fre- 
man, W. D.Tupper and W.D.Crich- 
ton appeared for the defendant, W. D. 
Grady was there alao willing to aa»iet in ' 
the defense, but he did not participate. 
It appears that eome friend nf Denomme 
had retained Grady, but after war da he 
did not want the lawyer. Grady said ha 
was present yesterday ready to fulfill his 
part of the contract, and he declared 
that he would collect his fee. 


By next Friday it ia expected to have 


some witneeeea present who went to 
Hanford the day after the Frenchman 
waa arrested. 


Tbeattorn&ya for the defendant moved 


for a postponement of the examination 
on the ground that they had not had 
qufBcient t;me to look into the case. 
Neither of them bud been employed till 
after the coroner's Inqueat, which nei- 
ther had attended. Tne transcript of 
testimony adduced at thia inquiry was 
not finished till yesterday forenoon, E 
few houra before the examination. 


Justice Austin did not consider tho 


grounds stated sufficient to grant a con- 
tinuance, and ordered the examination 
to proceed. 


The first witness called was Dolph 


Huoault, of tlie firm of Hunault & 
Rochon, who conduct the saloon in Chi- 
natown where Molbeck mot hia death.

Her 
lot waa a hard one, but abe could have 
borna it had not Pedroni treated her bra- 
tally. It is said that he frequently beat 
bar with a strap and applied vile names 
to her. Finally hio treatment of her 
became unbearable, and she fined for a 
divorce. She was granted a decree Jase 
May, and was given tho custody of the 
children. She wae also allowed $15 a 
month alimony and the contents of the 
store. 
All this occurred while Pedroni waa 


away, be having told his wife that he 
would not again return. Shortly after 
getting her divorce the woman, who had 
assumed her maiden name, sold the 
stock of merchandise and moved with 
her children to this city, where she had 
friends. Pedroni subsequently heard of 
the sale and brought criminal proceed- 
ings against his former wife. She was 
taken to Merced county and tried, but 
proving that, she had tbe right to sell 
the etock of merchandise she was ac- 
anttted and returned to Fresno. 
" Here she met Gilberto, who treated 
her very kindly. An attachment sprang 
up between them, and they resolved to 
get married. Thoy had not counted on 
the new law, however, which provides 
that divorced persons shall not remarry 
within one year from the date of the 
decree.

The Evidence Apainst Him Was 


Not Sufficient.

the case of the people against Lew 
Bpivey, charged with sraon in burninR 
some buildings on the Cosby place, waa 
dismissed by Judgs Webb yesterday. 
Thia action was taken because the evi- 
dence against the prisoner WBB not suffi- 
cient to convict. 


Walter Jones, who was arrested with 


Spivey for the earns offense, was con- 
victed recently by a jury. But he had 
made confessions to several persons, 
implicating himself aa well afl Spivey. 
Subaeqnently ho denied that he had as- 
sisted in burning the buildings or that 
he ever made a confession to anyone. 
The persona to whom Jones admitted 
his guilt testified against him, but thia 
testimony could not ha ueed against 
Bpivey. 
It was alleged that Spivey and Jones 


set on fire four buildings on W. A. 
Ooaby'a place west of town.

The wit- 
ness ran over to the two men and palled 
Denomme away and prevented him from 
striking Molbeck any more. How many 
blows the defendant had struck the wit- 
ness did not know. 


After he had shoved Denomma aside 


Hunault pulled up a chair and placed 
Molbeck in it. Then the witness hauled 
the chair in which the deceased was Bit- 
ting in the back room. Tbe fight bad 
taken plica in the barroom. The wit- 
ness loft Molbeck in the chair with his 
head hanging down over his cheat, Hu- 
nault did not go to see how the injured 
man was getting along. 


About 9 o'clock some one came into 


the bar room and told the witness that 
a man was dead in tbe back room. 
Hunault went in there, and tbe de- 
ceased waa lying on bis buck on tbe 
floor. Witness felt the face of tbe dead 
man and it was cold. It was also dark 
and blue. 


The witneea immediately went out to 


the "tre*t rornor and summoned Po- 
liceman Matheion and Deputy Sheriff 
Rapelje. Tba policeman, upon ascer- 
taining that Molbeck waa dead, tele- 
phoned for Coroner Long, wbo camo and 
took tbe body away. 


Hunault testified that tbe defendant 


waa always known as "Red," and he 
wae employed by the witness at his pri- 
vate residence asfctableman. Denomme 
had not been regularly working around 
tbe saloon. 


Tbe witness had only ono conyerea- 


tiou with Denomme after the killing,

fendant replied that it was. 


At this point Mr. Topper objected to 


any testimony concerning anything 
that occurred in hia office when hia 
client waa there, on the ground that it 
waa of a confidential character, but tbe 
court overruled tho objection. The de- 
fendant had farther told the witness 
that Molbeck called him a vilo name, 
and then be (Denomme} struck tbe de- 
ceased. The defendant did not say that 
Molbeck had struck bim first. This 
conversation between tbe witness and 
the defendant occurred after Denomme 
had been arrested. 


Hunault saw the defendant's right 


hand when he was taken into custody 
by Dapnty Sheriff Rapelje on tbe Sun- 
day afternoon after the inquest. Tbe 
bsnd was considerably swollen. 


Walter Brown, a colored piano player 


employed at the saloon, who said his 
profession was that of a "comedian," 
was the nest witness. He bad played 
"a coupla tjnnea" before be noticed tbe 
deceased sitting in tbe chair in tbo 
back room. After a while some one 
called his attention to tbe fact that Mol- 
beck had fallen to the floor. Brown 
went out to the room, and, he testified, 
"when I looked into tbe face I saw that 
it was pretty near the color of mine. I 
got out of tbat place as quickly as I 
could." Brown eaid tbat tbe body waa 
cold, except over tho heart, where tbe 
flesh seemed to be warm. 
"Professor" Taylor, also a pianist en- 


gaged in tbe saloon, testified tbat he 
saw tbe deceased fall from his chair. 


Dr. Adair, wbo made the autopsy on 


the body, was tben called. He testified 
tbat he found a rupture about the size 
ofapinhead at the top of tbe right 
ventricle of the heart where the pul- 
monary artery joina it. Blood had oozed 
out and filled tbe cr.vity, causing death. 
This rupture, tbe doctor 
explained; 


could have been caused by a hard blow 
or by a strong emotion. 


Frank Williams, bartender in the 


saloon, knew nothing abont tbe case, 
and when tbe prosecution had finished 
with him the examination was con- 
tinued till Friday.

"Miss Lizzie O'Donnell.latByeBterdey 


afternoon, turned state's evidence and 
gave testimony in the Turner perjury 
case. She took the stand in Judge 
Cook's department of the superior court 
and testified that tho deed to Simond'a 
ranch in Fresno connty, made out to J. 
1*. Freona, and which was presented a 
few months ago during the trial of 
Turner for grand larceny, was a dupli- 
cate and not an original deed. She said 
the original deed was made out and 
dated September 20, 1S92; tbat it was 
some time in February, 1893, that 
Turner aeked her to make a duplicate of 
thia deed. She said ahe did so under 
tbo direction of Turner, who was her 
employer. Miss O'Donnell awore dur- 
ing tha grand larceny trial that the 
deed introduced was the original docu- 
ment. She explained, yesterday that 
she waa told by Turner that it was and 
ehe believed him. 


"Turner indnced Miea O'Donnell to 


give a deed to Simond'a ranch in Fresno 
county (which he had previously put in 
her name) to J. P. Frenna. The deed 
was dated September 20, 1S92. Subse- 
quently Turner received from Fronna 
the deed on an agreement to eend it to 
Fresno county to have it placed on rec- 
ord. 
.Subsequently he delivered 
to 


Frenna the deed, having the recorder's 
certificate of the fact that it had been re- 
corded. It ia claimed that he after- 
warda got possession of tbo deed, after 
delivering it to Frenna, by frand. It 
was found that the deed had never been 
recorded. Turner waa indicted for forg- 
ing the recorder's certificate of record- 
inn. In this trial Turner swore the dead 
had never been destroyed 'by himself. 
He waa convicted, but the supreme court 
reversed the decision. 


"He waa then arrested and enbaa- 


quently tried before Judge Wallace for 
obtaining the deed by trick and device. 
At thin trial ho produced a deed from. 
Lizzie O'Donnell to Frenna identical in 
every respect except there was no cer- 
tificate oi the recorder that it had been 
recorded, and Miss O'Donnell swore 
tbtt it waa the dead she had executed 
and acknowledged before Alvin Flander, 
notary, on September 19, 1892. .The 
jury stood eleven for conviction and ono 
for acquittal, Juror Simon being the 
one, and he waeaubsequently sentenced 
and served five yeara for contempt of 
court for his conduct during the trial. 
For thia testimony Turner and Miss 
O'Doanell wero both separately in-

Shore Road Probable. 


From tnc Santa Cruz Surf. 


It has beenconQdentlyaaserted for the 


pas; ten days orao, by those who claimed 
to have inside information, that Claua 
Spreckela is the solid man of the West 
Shore Railroad Company. It may now 
be atated aa a fact that the sugar mag- 
nate ia in constant communication with 
the projectors, although there is no proof 
at bund that he is at present connected 
with the company. 


A glance at the map of California is all 


that is necessary to show the advantages 
which would accrue to Mr. Spreckele 
from ownership or control of the pro- 
posed line*. It conld he made to tap his 
sugar facloriea at San Franciaco, Wat- 
eonville and Salinas, and a tunnel 
through the Coast range from the latter 
paint would secure connection with the 
Valley road at Fresno, thua adding to 
tho value of tho Valley road by making 
the West Shore a feeder. It appears, 
too, that the Weal Shore road, according 
to the draft, will pass through a largo 
tract of land belonging to Mr. Spreckela, 
which at present has no railroad commu- 
nication. 


The hardest part of the road to build 


will be a section about fifteen miles out 
of San Franciaco, where there will have 
to bo a eood deal of tunnelling. 


The draft of the lina throughout its 


entire extent, from San Francisco to 
Santa Cruz, IB now complete and the 
estimates of cost nearly so. It in atated 
by those who claim to know a good deal 
about it that the actual work of build- 
ing the road will be began in sixty days. 
AH the rights of way along the coast 
but two have been secured.
